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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 45-51, 53-58, and 63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Jaehnen et al 5,992,497. 

Jaehnen et al set forth the method of assembling a sectional door including 
panels moved along tracks; wherein the panels are moved in a direction parallel to the 
tracks and towards each other to connect them by registering hinge pins within the pin 
receiving bores. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 62 is allowable over the prior art of record. 

Claims 64 and 65 are objected to since they depend from rejected 
base claims but would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the objections and include 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Structural limitations pertaining to the method of assembling including a 
deflectable retainer/finger/tab on one of the hinge plates and a receiving bore on the 
other respective hinge plate, and wherein deflecting the retainer/finger/tab to insert 
the hinge pin into the pin receiving bores, along with the other structural limitations are 
neither taught nor suggested by the prior art of record. 
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Response to Amendment 

Applicant's remarks filed August 16, 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not deemed to be persuasive. 

As concerns remarks pertaining to the reference of Jaehnen et al, the examiner 
takes the position that the structure of the Jaehnen et al panels and hinges are capable 
of being moved with respect to one another when placed within the guide tracks when 
the fasteners holding the hinge mounts to the panels are removed.
